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Freight Forwarders 
and 
Federal Regulation

URING the past two 
federal regulation of 


decades, there has been a steady trend towards 
all industry having an interstate or foreign com- 


merce aspect. Today, almost all such industry is subject, in some form 


or another, to Government-imposed 


restrictions. 


The freight forwarding 


industry is no exception. Its sole distinction is that this regulation has been 
delayed longer than in most industries similarly situated. Whether one agrees 
with the concept of government regulation in the public interest or not, the 
fact remains, it is here. 

That the business of freight forwarding in the foreign commerce of the 
United States is subject to the jurisdiction of the Maritime Commission has 
been decided by the United States Supreme Court. Since then, the commission 
has issued its reports in two cases involving freight forwarders and has taken 
action concerning the regulation of the forwarding of foreign relief and 
rehabilitation cargoes financed by our government. While the various dockets 
are dissimilar, I feel it important to tell you of the principles upon which the 


commission has made its decisions. 
The public has an interest in every per- 
son’s carrying on his trade freely: So has 
the individual. With respect to freight 
forwarders, among others, so has the 
Maritime Commission. There is justifica- 
tion for federal regulation of individual 
business conduct only if such restriction 
is reasonable—reasonable, that is, in ref- 
erence to the interests of the parties con- 
cerned and reasonable in reference to the 
interests of the public, so framed and so 
guarded as to afford adequate protection 
to those in whose favor it is imposed, while 
at the same time not unnecessarily injuri- 
ous to the regulated group. That, I think, 
is the fair result of the rules recently 
promulgated by the Maritime Commission 
in your interest. 
1 consider the Maritime Commission 
essentially as a public agency for the 
preservation of free enterprise and rea- 
sonably free competition in the carrying 


on or the foreign commerce of the United 
States. We have stated formally and to 
the world that freight forwarders play 
an important part in that commerce. We 
have prescribed measures of conduct for 
the forwarding industry based upon a 
common idea of reasonableness or fairness. 
Many of the complaints put forth in the 
investigation of freight forwarders con- 
tain a large moral element, so that the 
application of our rules calls for common 
sense and cooperation, not bureaucratic 
dictatorship or Government control. 

If you have understood these comments, 
I must say you are possessed of astound- 
ing faculties of mental absorption and 
have been extremely attentive. I have 
read over the statements quite a few times 
since preparing them and must confess 
that they are somewhat involved. Boiled 
down, I merely have attempted to state 
my feeling that reasonable rules of con-

duct coupled with a voluntary code of 
ethics on the part of your association 
should result in the removal of most of the 
criticism that heretofore may have been 
directed towards some of those engaged 
in the business of freight forwarding. The 
ordinary shipper may be likened to the 
average purchaser, who is probably less 
informed than we think he is: He is gen- 
erally inattentive, sometimes indifferent, 
and quite often careless. The shipper de- 
pends upon you gentlemen for the techni- 
cal advice and professional handling of 
his export products. He is entitled to fair 
treatment, reasonable charges for the ser- 
vices performed, and freedom from dis- 
crimination. 

Coming now to the Brokerage Case, I 
assume that the reader has heard about 
the recent decision in that proceeding. 
There again the freight forwarders offered 
page after page of testimony about them- 
selves and how indispensable they are. If 
nothing else, I must say they have not 
been bashful nor modest in the presenta- 
tion of your facts. The commission’s de- 
cision in that case, concerning steamship 
conference prohibitions against brokerage, 
again recognizes the principle of free en- 
terprise by holding that a carrier should, 
within stated limits, be free to pay broker- 
age or not as his individual discretion dic- 
tates. Outright conference prohibitions 
against brokerage were condemned. Thus 
far no conference has amended its agree- 
ment or taken other necessary steps to 
accomplish the removal of the prohibition. 
As in any other case, my full support will 
be given to the enforcement of our de- 
cision. The commission will, and must, on 
its own motion if necessary, enforce com- 
pliance with its official decisions. 

May I point out that the commission’s 
authorities in connection with freight for- 
warding follow two patterns. On the one 
hand we have regulatory authority to 
protect the public against unfair and un- 
reasonable actions by forwarders. Our 
second type of authority involves the pro- 
tection and preservation of private freight 
forwarding facilities. We must always be 
astute to maintain a proper balance be- 
tween the two purposes to be served. 

The so-called Bland Freight Forward- 
ing Act, Section 217 of the Merchant 
Marine Act of 1936, as amended, is illus- 
trative of the commission’s authority to 
regulate for the benefit of the forwarding 
industry. While on that subject, I might 
mention that a major problem facing the 
freight forwarding industry during the 
coming year will revolve around the Bland 
Act. Enacted during wartime and under 
highly volatile conditions, that act is broad 


in its terms and lacks clear definition of

ACK in 1913 an idea was conceived 

to bring about better acquaintance- 
ship and fellowship among those engaged 
in foreign commerce in the Port of New 
York through an association of related in- 

terests connected therewith. This was 
Qorsitercs to be needful and desirable, 

and after many meetings the idea bore 
fruition through the formation in 1914 of 
the Foreign Commerce Club of New York, 
Inc. 

Since its beginning the Club has con- 
cerned itself with the building up and 
improvement of the Port of New York, 
both in respect to the waterfront facilities 
and the broadening of accommodations 
available to exporters and importers alike. 
It seeks to be a sentinel always ready and 
willing to safeguard the interests of the 
Port of New York. 

In its endeavors to create and promote 
foreign commerce through the Port the 
Club holds monthly dinner meetings at the 
Hote! Commodore, using the commodious 
facilities of the grand ballroom because 
of the large attendance. Average attend- 
ance is over 1,000 members and guests. 
These monthly meetings honor the various 
industries serving the Port and are ad- 
dressed by executives distinguished in 
their lines of endeavor as well as by civic 
leaders both of local and national repu- 
tation. Its outstanding affair is the An- 
nual Pert of New York Night, held in 
March. Last year’s affair was attended 
by over 1,500 members and guests. 

The membership of the Club is limited 


to 650, and the roster is completely filled 
with a long waiting list. 

Each year committees are appointed to 
represent the various phases of foreign 
trade represented by its membership, such 
as shippers, exporters and importers, 
steamship, railroad, marine insurance, 
banking, freight forwarders, Customs 
brokers, towboat, stevedores, industrial 
traffic managers, weighers and coopers. 
These committees participate actively in 
the affairs of the Club and are depended 
upon to provide the Board of Governors 
with such facts as their experience and re- 
search can make available. 

The Industry Nights previously refer- 
red to have been given wide publicity in 
newspapers and trade publications and 
have contributed greatly to harmonious 
relations among all interests concerned 
with Port of New York affairs. Shippers 
and others alike have been made more 
conscious of the fact that the success of 
the Port rests not with a few, but must per- 
force have the united effort of the whole. 
In this direction an unprecedented step is 
about to be taken by the Club and this is 
expected to make front-page news. 

The activities of the Club are further 
exemplified by a Bowling League of 20 
teams, monthly golf outings during the 
season, an annual outing in June, and a 
Ladies Night in February. 

The importance of the Club’s aims and 
purposes to those engaged in Foreign 
Trade is universally recognized and it 
stands today as the most outstanding and 
largest Club of its kind in the world.

“Regulation 3.3, 3.4, 3.5—l1t is the opinion 
of the industry that the wording “special 
contracts” is to be taken literally as apply- 
ing to special transactions and not to the 
general run of forwarding business which 
is covered by regulation 3.1. As an instance, 
a special contract might be one where the 
forwarder agrees to pick up a shipment at 
Chicago and deiiver it, let us say, at Paris, 
for a ftlat sum, including all disbursements, 
expenses and service fees Such contracts 
would of course have to be in a form ac- 
ceptable to the Commission and available 
for their inspection. These contracts need 
not necessarily be in regular contract form 
but may be entirely oral and confirmed by 
practice, or confirmed later in a letter from 
the forwarder to the shipper or consignee, 
or through the exchange of correspondence, 
or the signing of an agreement of contract 
by the parties concerned It is also the 
opinion of the industry that in the very 
rare cases where a “similar situation” may 
exist there is no objection to the provision 
of 3.4 that “similar contracts shall be open 
to all shippers and consignees similarly 
situated.” However, it is not believed that 
the regulation should be interpreted that a 
forwarder should tell all of his clients or 
even one of them the fees which he charges 
to another Actually the interpretation 
should be that if a similar situation exists 
the forwarder will voluntarily make similar 
conditions Considering that this applies 
only to “special contracts” as discussed 
before, the average forwarder undoubtedly 
would be happy to comply. ‘

what the commission’s policy and author- 
ity should be. In order to fulfill its duty 
under the act, the commission must have 
a more concrete expression of what the 
orders from Congress are. Accordingly, 
the commission is considering going to 
Congress on the future of the Bland Act. 
Some people have advocated complete re- 
peal on the grounds that it is unenforce- 
able in its present terms and unnecessary. 
Others have proposed modification and 
clarification by the Congress. What the 
ultimate action of the Congress will be, I 
cannot tell. It will be incumbent upon the 
individuals interested to make their views 
known to the commission and the proper 
congressional committees. 

The Maritime Commission has juris- 
diction only over those types of unfair 
trade practices that violate the shipping 
laws, and, as I have indicated, appropriate 
proceedings will be taken by the commis- 
prevent the continuance of such 
practices. Other trade practices exist in 
the forwarding industry, as well as other 
industries, which are not in themselves 
violations of law yet are considered either 
to be unethical, uneconomical, or other- 
wise objectionable. Here is a field in which 
voluntary associations such as yours can 
do much for your own benefit as well as the 
benefit the commerce of the United 
States and the American merchant marine. 

Within the last 18 months or so, I have 
noticed there has developed a measure of 
cooperation between the Maritime Com- 
mission and the freight forwarding indus- 
try. Your association has been a leader 
in developing these closer ties. I am sure 
the chairman, other commissioners, and 
the staff of the commission stand ready 
to continue this cooperation and to work 
with you in building a voluntary code 
for the forwarding industry over and 
above the matters of pure regulatory au- 
thority of the commission. Cooperation 
along these and other lines should develop 
during the year, a practice which will 
assure the maintenance and growth of a 
privately-owned American freight for- 
warding industry capable of handling 
what I hope will be an ever increasing vol- 
ume of exports from this country to the 
other nations of the world.

The Port of New York Authority, on be- 
half of the State of New Jersey and at the 
request of Governor Alfred E. Driscoll, has 
asked the United States Maritime Commis- 
sion to lease to the Authority at the rate 
of one dollar a year for fifty years the 
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Government-owned piers at Hoboken, New 
Jersey. Under the terms of the Authority's 
proposal to the Muritime Commiussion the 
bistate agency would undertake to re- 
habilitate and improve existing Hoboken 
Piers 1, 2 and 3, and to construct a great 
new freight pier, at an estimated cost to 
the Authority of $17,000,000. The piers 
would revert to the Federal Government in 
the event of, and for the duration of, a 
national emergency, provided that’ the 
Federal Government wouid undertake the 
expenses incident to bond interest and 
amortization for the period of its occupancy 
of the property. Title to the facilities would 
be transferred to the Federal Government 
at the end of the fifty-year leasehold. The 
Port Authority informed the Maritime Com- 
mission that it would be willing to enter 
into an agreement with the City of Hoboken 
for payment to the municipality of 75 per 
cent of all net revenues derived from the 
marine terminal operation.

GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


CUSTOMS CLASSIFICATION—The Bureau 
of Customs has issued instructions to Col- 
lectors of Customs and Appraisers to en- 
tertain requests for tariff information from 
prospective foreign exporters or American 
importers, (See Bureau of Customs.) 


CUSTOMS ADMINISTRATIVE LAW — 
On December 22nd, the Department of Com- 
merce released a report on customs admin- 
istrative laws which had been prepared by 
its Imnort Advisory Committee. The report 
included recommendations for a compre- 
hensive program of customs reform, includ- 
ing both legis'ative and administrative 
changes. As mieht be expected, several 
members of the National Council of Ameri- 
can Importers served as members of the 
official import advisory groun which sub- 
mitted the report. (A copy of this report 
will be mailed to all interested.) 


HAITI—On December 22, 1949, the Presi- 
dent issued a rnroclamation which put inta 
effect as of Januarv 1, 1950. the modified 
rates of dutv which the United States 
granted to Haiti in the Annecv trade aeree- 
ments.

DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING 


COTTON—In Sentember 1949, the Presi- 
dent issued a proclamation establishine a 
quota of 16.487.042 nounds of cotton having 
a stanle of 1% inches or more but less than 
111/16 inches in length for the period Sep- 
tember 20, 1949 to January 31, 1950; and 
changing the opening date of the quota year 
for imports of such cotton from September 
20 to February 1. The Bureau of Customs 


States Government to renegotiate these 
concessions. As a result of this request, 
the United States and Cuba will carry on 
renegotiations in Washineton in February, 
1950. During these negotiations, considera- 
tion will be given to new concessions which 
Cuba may grant in place of those she wisheg 
to withdraw; or to the withdrawal of 
enough of the reduced rates of duty which 
the United States allowed to Cuba in Geneva 
to off-set the concessions withdrawn by 
Cuba.

READJUSTMENTS IN RATES—A procla- 
mation issued bv the President November 
30. 1949 (T.D. 52366). makes a few relatively 
unimportant upward readjustments in the 
rates of dutv of certain nroducts described 
in the proclamation, and eliminates the 
margin of preference allowed to these prod- 
ucts when imported from Cuba. (See Bureau 
of Customs.)

INSURANCE UNDER C.1.F. TERMS 


While most importers prefer to purchase 
foreign merchandise on cost and freight 
iC & F) terms, so that they can cover 
marine and war risk insurance with their 
own underwriters, it is found necessary at 
times to make purchases on cost, insurance 
and freight (CIF) terms, either because 
of the practice in a particular trade or be- 
cause sellers abroad insist upon these terms. 

Some of our members have asked the 
Council for suggestions as to the procedure 
to be followed in order to protect them- 
selves, We, therefore, submit the following: 

1—It is important that importers take 
care to ascertain that the insurance to be 
supplied by their sellers and included in 
the purchase price is adequate and placed 
with reliable underwriters 

2—If possible, importers should insist 
that marine and war risk insurance be 
placed with reliable American underwriters 
with claims to be settled and paid in the 
United States in U. S. currency. 

8—If it is necessary to accept insurance 

foreign underwriter, care should be 

to ascertain the reliability of such 

ufderwriter and to make sure he has an 

a@ent in the United States with funds avail- 
able here to settle claims in U. S. Dollars. 

4—As foreign trade definitions of CIF 

in Europe and other countries often 

differ from those in the United States, spe- 

cific provision should be made in the contract 

that war risk insurance be covered by sellers 


with the same under- 
writer and in the same currency as the 
marine insurance. Also, buyers’ should 
ascertain that the risks of strikes, riots and 
civil commotion are included, 

5—It is recommended that our members 
check with their insurance brokers or agents 
that the type of insurance coverage provided 
by sellers is adequate in every way to af- 
ford full protection of the specific merchan- 
dise purchased. It may be necessary in 
some cases for the importer to cover with 
his own underwriters in the United States 
“difference in conditions,” if adequate cov- 
erage is not provided in foreign sellers in- 
surance policies. Members should consult 
their own brokers or agents about this. 

6—Importers should bear in mind that in 
the event of general average and the in- 
surance is covered by a foreign underwriter, 
the importer would be called upon to pro- 
vide a cash deposit on account of his con- 
tribution in general average. With marine 
insurance covered by an American under- 
writer, this is not necessary, as the latter 
would furnish the necessary bond on his 
behalf. 

7—Obviously, it is impossible in a bulletin 
to cover this subject completely and it is 
urged that members seek the advice of their 
own insurance brokers or agents when there 
is any doubt as to the adequacy of the in- 
surance provided by the foreign seller

GERMAN Y—FEFffective at once, printed matter may be mailed to the Soviet zone of

NICARAGUA—The Postal Administration of Nicaragua has advised that the use of 
international reply coupons has now been established in that country. The price of inter- 
national reply coupons is 11 cents each. 

PHILIPPINE ISLANDS—When a shipment for the Philippine Islands exceeding $100 
in value consists of more than one parcel, a single consular invoice may cover the entire 
shipment, provided the number of parcels involved is shown on the invoice. The consular 
invoice should accompany the first parcel or be sent direct to the addressee, and when the 
other parcels comprising the shipment are mailed, the sender must mark the wrappers to 
indicate the number, date, and place of issue of the covering consular invoice. 

RUMANIA—Only one (instead of two) customs declaration form 2966 is now required 
on parcel post packages addressed for delivery in Rumania. A dispatch note form 2972 is 
required as heretofore. Form 2922 is also required for commercial parcels. 

SAUDI ARABIA—The service for surface parcel post to Saudi Arabia extends to the 
following places only: Al Gaba, Al Lith, Al Wejh, Daha, Dhahran, Hassa, Jidda, Jizam, 
Katif, Khobar, Mecca, Medina, Qunfidha, Rabigh, Rastannura, Riyadh, Umm Lej and 
Yenbo. Addressees of parcels for Dhahran must take delivery at the post office of Khobar. 
The service for air parcel post extends to Dhahran, Hassa, Katif, Khobar, Rastannura and 
Riyadh only. 

TANGIER, MOROCCO—Articles in the regular mails, also parcel post packages, in- 
tended for delivery through the Spanish Post Office in the International Zone of Tangier, 
while subject to the rates and conditions for Spanish Morocco, must be addressed “Spanish 
Post Office, Tangier, Morocco.” 

YUGOSLAVIA—Effective January 1, 1950, the rates for surface parcels 
Yugoslavia will be increased. The new rates, including surcharges, are 23 cents 
first pound or fraction and 15 cents for each additional pound or fraction.

The Bureau of the Census, Department of Commerce, announced that United States 
exports of domestic and foreign merchandise to the participating E. C. A. Europen Program 
countries, including Turkey, dropped from $288.3 million in October to $271.4 million in 
November, a level about 23% below the January-September 1949 monthly average of $354.2 
million. Countries showing the greatest decreases in exports from October to November 
were the United Kingdom which dropped from $55.8 to $42.5 million and Greece from $14.0 
to $6.0 million. Other countries showing sizeable decreases in exports were Italy and 
Turkey. Germany, the country reflecting the largest increase in exports, rose from $59.1 
million in October to $64.2 million in November. 

General imports from the E. C. A, European Program countries, including Turkey, 


10se from $73.2 million in October to $78.4 million in November, or to a level 15% above 
the $68.3 million monthly average for the first nine months of 1949. The United Kingdom 
registered the largest increase in imports from October to November, rising from $18.9 to 
$22.7 million, whereas the Netherlands reflected the largest decrease, dropping from $7.8 
to $4.9 million.

CLASSIFICATION 


IDSKIN PLATES—CHINA DRESSED— 

DUTIABLE AS FUR SKINS NOT SPE- 
CIALLY PROVIDED FOR, UNDRESSED— 
Kidskin plates imported from China were 
classitied as “plates... of dressed... kid- 
skins” under paragraph 1519(a) of the 
Tariff Act of at 25%. The importer’s 
alternative claims were that the plates were 
free of duty under paragraph 1681 as “furs 
and fur skins, not specially provided for, 
undressed; or dutiabie at 20% under para- 
graph 1558 as unenumerated manufactured 
articles; or were “articles, wholly or partly 
manutactured wholiy or in chief value 
of fur, not provided for,” under 
paragraph 1519 (e). 

The kidskins were China-dressed, 
known as China-processed. The raw kid- 
skins were water soaked, then scraped to 
remove the flesh and dirt, and then placed 
for several days in a solution of water, 
millet flour and sea salt. Thereafter they 
were softened by hand kneading, and sorted 
according to hair character. They were then 
hand-sewn into plates, approximately 2 x 4 
feet, with the spaces between the skins 
filled in with smaller pieces of kidskins. 
About nine skins constituted a plate. 

The importer contended that the 
process was not a dressing process, and 
that China processed kidskins were not 
dressed within the meaning of the domesti: 
market. Despite contradictory evidence on 
these points by the defendant's witnesses 
it was shown that the imported plates had 
to be further processed before dyeing, and 
that they were not used in the form in

The present Court found the issues analo- 
gous, and decided that the merchandise was 
not made up of dressed kidskins, and there- 
fore not dutiable under paragraph 1519(a). 

The Court then considered the proper 
classification of undressed kidskin plates, 
and stated that the provision in paragraph 
1519(a) for plates excluded plates from the 
provision for fur articles, wholly or partly 
manufactured, in paragraph 1519(e). The 
Court further stated that the fur para 
graphs were more specific than the provi- 
sion for “all raw or unmanufactured ar- 
ticles not enumerated or provided for’ in 
paragraph 1558. The Court therefore de- 
cided that the plates are undressed kidskins 
sewn together and should be free of duty 
under paragraph 1681 as claimed. 

In a lengthy dissent, Judge 
stated that the legislative history 
provision for dressed kidskin plates indi- 
cates that Congress intended to include in 
paragraph 1519(a) China dressed kidskin 
plates, and that the collector's classification 
was therefore correct. (Kung Chen Fur 
Corp. v. United States, Prot. 811174-G, de- 
cided January 16, 1950. Opinion by Chief 
Judge Oliver.) «* * * * 

SAWED LUMBER — DEDICATION TO 
USkK—The imported merchandise consisted 
of pieces of wood sawed to size 21” x 1%” 
x 154”, and was intended to be used, by 
processes of cutting and turning on a lathe, 
in the manufacture of butts for billiard 
cues. Duty was assessed by the collector 
at the rate of 5% under paragraph 406 of 
the Tariff Act of 1930, as modified by the 
Canadian Trade Agreement, T. D. 49752, 
which provided for “hubs for wheels, .. .

CUSTOMS LABORATORY ANALYSIS OF PRESHIPMENT SAMPLES 


At a meeting of the Appraisers of Merchandise in Washington, D. C., December 7, 
1949, a question arose as to the policy of the Bureau in regard to the analysis by customs 
laboratories of samples of merchandise intended for shipment to the United States. 

Persons interested in making a shipment of dutiable merchandise to the United States 
occasionally submit a sample of the new merchandise to us, asking for information as to 
its tariff classification. In the past, they have been advised that an analysis would not be 
performed by the customs laboratory except upon official samples taken from the actual 
importation. Persons seeking such information have in some instances been hard put to 
obtain the analysis necessary for tariff classification purposes and for this or other

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reasons have abandoned their trade project with the United States. The number of 
requests for information involving preshipment samples of new merchandise requiring 
such analyses has, however, been very small. 

In the light of the present emphasis on giving the best possible service to the public, 
the Bureau has reconsidered its policy. Since it would be helpful to trade conditions in 
many instances if an examination or analysis by Customs were made of preshipment 
samples, the Bureau believes that such service should be rendered. Accordingly, such 
examination or analysis may be made free of charge in the future on preshipment samples 
provided the following situation prevails: 

1. The request for tariff information, based upon a sample requiring analysis, is made 
in good faith by a prospective foreign exporter or American importer seeking information 
concerning a proposed shipment to the United States. 

2. The customs laboratories are in a position to make the required analysis of the 
particular sample with available equipment and personnel. 

The customs laboratory report of analysis of preshipment samples shall not be made 
available to persons outside the Department. Tariff information derived by the collector 
or appraiser from the facts set forth in the customs laboratory report may be given 
to the person submitting such samples and seeking such tariff information. [C/L 2683.]

& 52.” Oranges, tangerines, and grapefruit trom Mexico in transit to foreign countries 
via the United States.—(a) Entry via ports on the Mexican border, (1) Permits,—'The 
forwarding agent or other representative of the consignee or consignor in the United 
States of oranges, tangerines, and grapefruit from Mexico, shall in advance of shipment 
procure a permit from the Import and Permit Section, Bureau of Entomology and Plant 
Quarantine, 209 River Street, Hoboken, N. J., or from the local office of that Bureau at 
the Mexican border port through which the shipment will be imported. The application for 
permit shall indicate the proposed routing of the shipment. Separate permits must be 
procured for each port of entry and for each country of destination, but permits as issued 
may be continuing for shipments over the approved routes designated therein. 

(2 Origin of oranges, tangerines, and grapefruit.—Oranges, tangerines, and grape- 
fruit from any state in Mexico may enter at approved ports in accordance with the provi- 
sions of this section. 

(3) Authorized ports of entry.—-Oranges, tangerines, and grapefruit may enter at 
Naco and Nogales, Arizona, and Brownsville, Eagle Pass, El Paso, and Laredo, Texa 

(4) Period of entry.—The entry of oranges, tangerines, and grapefruit from the State 
of Sonora, Mexico, is authorized throughout the year. Oranges, tangerines, and grape- 
fruit originating in other Mexican States may enter from October 1 through April 30. 

(5) Notice of arrival,—Prior to entry, a notice of arrival, in duplicate, shall be sub- 
mitted to the collector of customs at the port of entry, on a form provided for that purpose, 
giving the initials and number of the railroad car and the authorized routing, together 
with other information called for by the form 

(6) Containers.—Transportation and exportation entry of oranges, tangerines, and 
grapefruit from any port in Mexico is contingent upon the fruit being packed in containers 
of the approximate size customarily used by the trade for marketing such fruit in the 
United States. 

(7) Inspection.——Each shipment shall be subject to inspection at the port of entry to 
determine the nature of the contents 

(8S) Disinfection.—Each car shall be subject to such treatment at the port of entry 
as the inspector shall require 

(9) Type of railway car to be used and icing practices in transportation and exporta- 
tion of oranges, tangerines, and grapefruit.—Refrigerator cars of United States or 
Canadian ownership only shall be used for transportation and exportation to Canada of 
Oranges, tangerines, and grapefruit from Mexico. 

All refrigerator cars transporting oranges, tangerines, and grapefruit from States in 
Mexico other than Sonora shall be iced prior to crossing at Brownsville, Eagle Pass, 
El Paso, and Laredo, Texas, and shall be re-iced if necessary south of Little Rock, 
Arkansas, or a line drawn east and west therefrom. North of such a line no further icing 
is required. Icing, insofar as these regulations require, may be omitted if all openings 
leading from the car to the ice bunkers are covered with a 14-mesh fly screen in a manner 
Satisfactory to the inspector. All such cars must move through the United States with 
all doors closed and sealed 

(10) Authorized bonded rail movement.— <All such shipments of refrigerator cars in 
United States or Canadian ownership shall move by direct, authorized rail routing in bond 
under customs seal without diversion from the port of entry to the port of exit, as follows: 

Fruit may be entered at Nogales or Naco, Arizona, only for direct rail routing to El 
Paso, Texas, after which it as well as all other enterable fruit shall traverse only the 
territory bounded on the west by a line drawn from El Paso, Texas, to Salt Lake City, 
Utah, and Portland, Oregon, and on the east by a line drawn from Brownsville, Texas, 
through Houston, Texas, to Memphis, Tennessee, on to Louisville, Kentucky ,and due east 
therefrom, such territory to include railroad routes from Brownsville to Houston and 
direct northward routes therefrom. Fruit may enter the United States from Mexico for 
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direct eastward rail routing and reentry into Mexico provided such entry and reentry are 
Sees along that part of the Mexican border between and including Nogales and 
1 aso 

(11) Cleaning of cars prior to return to the United States.—Cars that have been used 
to transport Mexican citrus fruit through the United States to Canada shall be carefully 
swept and freed from all fruit, as well as boxes and other rubbish, by the railroad company 
involved prior to reentry into the United States. 

(b) Entry via North Atlantic ports.—(1) General gto he requirements of 
paragraphs (a) (1), Permits; (a) (4), Period of entry; (a) (5), Notice of Arrival; (a) (7), 
inspection; and (a) (11), Cleaning of cars prior to return to the United States, of this 
section, shall be adapted to oranges, tangerines, and grapefruit transported from Mexico to 
foreign countries via North Atlantic ports. 

(2) Origin of oranges, tangerines, and grapefruit.—Oranges, tangerines, and grape- 
fruit from any State in Mexico may move by the routing authorized in subparagraph (4) 
of this paragraph. 

(3) Authorized ports of entry.—Oranges, tangerines, and grapefruit may enter at New 
York and Boston and such other northern ports as may be named in the permit. 

(4) Authorized routing.—All shipments entering via North Atlantic ports shall move 
by direct water-route to New York or Boston, or to such other northern ports as may be 
named in the permit, for immediate direct export by water route or for immediate trans- 
portation and exportation in bond by direct approved rail route to Canada. Shipments may 
also enter at Brownsville, Tex., for exportation involving water routes. 

This amendment shall be effective October 1, 1949. 

The purpose of this amendment is to liberalize the requirements for entry into the 
United States of Mexican oranges, tangerines, and grapefruit in sealed cars under customs 
bond for immediate transportation and exportation. This privilege will now be extended 
during certain periods to oranges, tangerines, and grapefruit from all Mexican Stateg 
whereas it formerly was restricted to oranges and grapefruit from the State of Sonora, 
Mexico, and to oranges from any other Mexican State. The time during which such oranges, 
tangerines, and grapefruit may enter from Mexican States other than Sonora has been 
changed from the period October 1 to March 15, inclusive, to the period October 1 through 
April 30. Year-round entry of such fruits from the State of Sonora continues as formerly, 
Brownsville, Texas has also been added as an additional port of entry for rail shipments 
and for export: oy by water routes. 

A restudy of the Mexican fruitfly situation indicates that this relieving of restrictions 
on the transit through the United States of Mexican oranges, tangerines, and grapefruit 
will not involve an additional hazard of introducing this insect. The Mexican citrus crop 
is now in readiness to move and urgent requests have been received from shippers for the 
privileges authorized by this amendment. The benefits of the amendment to those regulated 
by the order would be greatly curtailed by delay in making it effective. Accordingly, 
pursuant to the provisions of section 4 (a) of the Administrative Procedure Act (5 U. S 
1003 (a)), it is found, upon good cause, that notice and public procedure on this amendment 
are impracticable and contrary to the public interest. Inasmuch as this amendment relieves 
restrictions heretofore imposed, it is within the exception in section 4 (c) of the said Act

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—DRAW BACK 
Page 1410 


Section 22.4 (p), Customs Regulations of 1943 (19 CFR 22.4 (p)), as amended, is 
hereby further amended as follows: 

(p) When a rate of drawback provides that the drawback allowance shall be deter- 
mined on the basis of a sworn schedule filed by the manufacturer or producer showing 
the quantity of imported material used or appearing in each unit of finished articles, and 
the rate authorizes the filing of supplmental sworn schedules showing changes in the 
Quantity of imported materials, used or appearing in each unit, or different styles or 
€apacities of containers, such supplemental sworn schedules shall be filed with the 
¢ollector or deputy collector of customs. After the supplemental schedule has been 
verified by an investigating officer and approved by the collector, drawback may be 
allowed on the articles covered thereby which were exported on and after the date on 
which the schedule was filed with the collector or deputy collector. No drawback shall 
be allowed on articles exported prior to such date unless specifically authorized by the 
Bureau. (T.D. 52377] 

Section 22.4 tq), Customs Regulations of 1943 (19 CFR 22.4 (q)), is hereby amended

Drawback is also allowable 
upon the exportation of articles manufactured or produced in the United States with the 
use of imported merchandise: meats cured with imported salts: flavoring extracts; medicinal 
or toilet preparations manufactured in the United States with the use of domestic alcohol 
on which internal revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels manufactured or pro- 
duced with the use of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol and articles on 
which processing or excise tax has been paid.

MARKING BULLETIN—NO. 23 AND 24 ‘ 

In accordance with T.D. 49941 the Bureau of Customs issues periodically a marking 
bulletin in lieu of including such marking requirements in Treasury Decisions. 

The last marking bulletin was published on page 387, May, 1949, “Bulletin.”—Ed. 

Marking Kulings—2: (1) In view of the principles involved in the decision cir- 
cularized in paragraph (2) of Bulletin of Marking Rulings—17, the Bureau is of the 
opinion that the insertion of corks in bottles constitutes a processing within the meaning 
oft section 304 (a) (3%) (G), Tariff Act of 1930, as amended. Therefore, if the collector of 
customs is satisfied that any marking on the corks contemplated by section 304 would 
necessarily be obliterated, destroyed, or permanently concealed as the result of discolora- 
tion by the contents of the bottles, the affixing of internal-revenue stamps, or other 
cause, and such processing is to be accomplished by or for the account of the importer, 
the corks may be treated as coming within the exception from individual marking pro- 
vided for in section 304 (a) (3%) (G), and may be released without individual marking, 
Letter to the collector of customs, New York, New York, dated October 28, 1949 (363.2). 
(Bureau 363.2, 11/3/49 and C.1.E.-432/49.) 

Marking Rulings—2 (1) Safety razor blades subject to special marking under the 
provisions of paragraph 358, Tariff Act of 1930, may be marked by deep etching (acid or 
electrolytic) in lieu of die sinking, provided the markings which results is legible, 
conspicuous, and permanent. (Bureau 363.3, 11/16/49 and C.I.E.-454/49.) 

GENERAL ORDER RATES IN NEW YORK INCREASED 

Important changes have been made in the schedule of rates governing General Order 
merchandise entered at the Port of New York, according to an announcement made by 
Harry M. Durning, collector of customs. These new rates bring the General Order charges 
into line with the customary or general warehouse rates. 

The new charges were approved by the collector of customs at a recent date and 
went into effect on Jan. 1. They were prepared by the joint committee on General Order 
rates, which included the Collector of Customs, the Warehousemen’s Association of the 
Port of New York, Port of New York Authority, Chamber of Commerce of the State of 
New York, Commerce and Industry Association and the National Council of American 
Importers. 

The findings of this committee will result in a general overhauling of most of the rates 
and charges which have been in force since 1920. Many have been increased and some 
charges were reduced but practically all have been adjusted to bring the rates in line with 
those prevailing on other than bonded freight. Some of the old rates were reported to be 
so low that they prompted importers to permit goods to be stored in General Order ware- 
houses rather than passing permits for delivery upon arrival. 

Streamlining of these rates were made at the request of the warehouse group and 
prevailing storage costs were adopted on the basis of ordinary storage charges outside 
of Governments bounds 

Cartage rates have not been included as heretofore in the new compilation as new 
rates will be prepared on a geographical basis and announced on or about July 1, 1950. 
Meanwhile, the old cartage rates apply
